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This is a decision on the "APPLICATION FOR PATENT TERM ADJUSTMENT 
UNDER 37 C.F.R. § 1.705(b)," filed May 10, 2011, requesting 

correction of the initial determination of patent term adjustment 
(PTA) from one thousand three hundred thirty-six (1336) days to 
one thousand four hundred twelve (1412) days. 

The application for patent term adjustment is GaRANTED . 

The Office has updated the PAIR screen to reflect that the 
correct Patent Term Adjustment (PTA) determination at the time of 
the mailing of the Notice of Allowance is one thousand four 
hundred twelve (1412) days. A copy of the updated PAIR screen, 
showing the correct determination, is enclosed. 

On February 22, 2011, the Office mailed the Determination of 
Patent Term Adjustment under 35 U.S.C. 154(b) in the above 
identified application. The Notice stated that the patent term 
adjustment (PTA) to date is one thousand three hundred thirty-six 
(1336) days. On May 10, 2011, Applicants timely^ submitted the 
instant- application for patent term adjustment, asserting that 
the correct number of days of PTA at the time of the mailing of 
the Notice of Allowance is one thousand four hundred twelve 
(1412) days. 



Applicants filed the application for patent term adjustment prior to 
the payment of the issue fee. 
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Applicants state that the patent issuing from the application is 
not subject to a terminal disclaimer . 

The Office initially determined a patent term adjustment of one 
thousand three hundred thirty-six (1336) days based on an 
.adjustment for PTO delay of one thousand four hundred forty-seven 
(1447) days pursuant to 37 C.F.R. § 1.703(a)(1), and ninety-nine 
(99) days pursuant to 37 C.F.R. § 1.703(a)(2), reduced by 
Applicants' delay of forty-two (42) days pursuant to 37 C.F.R. 
§ 1.704(b), and sixty-two (62) and thirty (30), and seventy-six 
(76) days pursuant to 37 C.F.R. § 1.704(c)(8). The adjustment of 
76 days is at issue. 

Applicants assert entitlement to a patent term adjustment of one 
thousand four hundred twelve (1412) days on the basis that the 
PTO improperly assessed Applicants a delay of seventy-six (76) 
days for filing a Supplemental Amendment on December 30, 2010, 
after Applicants had filed an Amendment on October 16, 2010. 

A review of the application file reveals that the Supplemental 
Amendment filed on December 30, 2010 contained language stating 
that it was being filed in response to a request from the 
Examiner. 

In view of the above, it is concluded that no applicant delay 
should have been assessed for the December 30, 2010 Amendment. 

Accordingly, the correct determination of PTA at the time of 
mailing of the Notice of Allowance is one thousand four hundred 
twelve (1412) days (1546 (1447+99) days of PTO delay, reduced by 
134 (42+62+30) days of applicant delay). 

Receipt of the $200 fee is acknowledged. . 

The application file is. being forwarded to the Office of Data 
Management for processing into a patent.
